MOTH  QUARANTINE

June  23,  1945. 
A  public  hearing  to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  the  gypsy  moth  and 
brown-tail  moth  quarantine  to  include  the  State  of  New  York  and  to  consider  the 
quarantine  status  of  an  isolated  infestation  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  will  be 
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held  at  the  Hotel  Sheraton,  Newark,  N.  J.,  on  July  10,  1945,  at  10  a.  m.  Any 
person  interested  in  the  proposed  action  may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person 
or  by  attorney. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  New  England  States  have  been  under  a  Federal 
quarantine  on  account  of  the  gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth,  which  are  very 
destructive  pests  of  forest,  shade,  and  fruit  trees  and  shrubs.  All  products  likely 
to  carry  these  insects  to  places  outside  the  infested  areas  can  be  moved  only 
under  certification. 

The  gypsy  moth  has  recently  been  found  in  eastern  New  York  State,  within  an 
area  which  forms  an  extension  of  the  infested  areas  in  the  New  England  States 
to  the  east  and  into  which  the  moth  has  apparently  spread  by  natural  progression. 
Primary  consideration  will  be  given  at  the  hearing  to  the  advisability  of  extend- 
ing the  Federal  quarantine  to  include  this  area. 

In  connection  with  the  hearing,  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  quarantine 
status  of  a  small  isolated  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moth  which  has  existed  in 
northeastern  Pennsylvania  for  a  number  of  years  and  where  spread  of  the  insect 
apparently  has  been  prevented  by  a  State  quarantine  enforced  in  conjunction 
with  eradication  efforts  cooperatively  conducted  by  the  Federal  Government  and 
State,  of  Pennsylvania. 


NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  ADVISABILITY  OF  EX- 
TENDING THE  GYPSY  MOTH  AND  BROWN-TAIL  MOTH  QUARANTINE

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  gypsy  moth  (Porthetria 
dispar  L.),  an  insect  pest  of  serious  consequence  to  forest,  shade,  and  fruit  trees, 
and  shrubs,  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  through- 
out the  United  States,  but  known  to  be  present  as  a  continuous  infestation  in 
the  New  England  States,  has  been  found  to  be  present  in  parts  of  eastern  New 
York  State  into  which  the  insect  has  apparently  spread  by  natural  progression 
from  the  adjoining  infested  areas.  The  Secretary  also  has  information  that  an 
isolated  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moth  occurs  in  Pennsylvania. 

It  appears  necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  the  aclvisab:lity  of  revising  the 
quarantine  on  account  of  this  insect  (B.  E.  P.  Q. — Q.  45 ;  7  CFR  301.45)  to  include 
the  State  of  New  York  and  of  prohibiting  or  restricting  the  interstate  movement 
from  that  State  or  areas  therein  where  the  gypsy  moth  has  been  discovered  of 
(1)  live  gypsy  moths  in  any  stage  of  development,  (2)  trees,  shrubs,  and  other 
plants  having  persistent  woody  stems,  including  Christmas  trees  and  evergreen 
decorative  plants,  (3)  forest  plant  produces,  (4)  stone  and  quarry  products  and 
(5)  any  other  commodities  or  articles  capable  of  carrying  the  gypsy  moth  in  any 
of  its  stages.  Consideration  will  also  be  given  to  the  quarantine  status  of  a  small 
isolated  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moth  which  has  existed  in  northeastern  Penn- 
sylvania for  a  number  of  years  and  where  spread  of  the  insect  apparently  has 
been  prevented  by  a  State  quarantine  enforced  in  conjunction  with  eradication 
efforts  cooperatively  conducted  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Notice  is.  therefore,  hereby  given  that,  in  accordance  with  section  8  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315;  7  U.  S.  C.  161),  as 
amended,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  at  the  Hotel  Sheraton,  Newark,  N.  J.,  on  July  10,  1945,  at  10 
a.  m.,  in  order  that  any  person  interested  in  the  proposed  quarantine  revision 
may  appear  and  be  heard,  either  in  person  or  by  attorney.

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ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  JAPANESE  BEETLE 
QUARANTINE  (NO.  48) 

JAP  BEETLE  QUARANTINE  RESTRICTIONS  BEGIN  JUNE  7 

(Press  notice) 

June  4,  1945. 

Shipments  of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  cut  flowers  from  the  area  heavily  infested 
with  the  Japanese  beetle  will  become  subject  to  restrictions  of  the  Federal  quar- 
antine on  June  7  and  June  21,  the  respective  dates  when  the  period  of  heavy  flight 
of  the  beetle  begins  in  the  different  sections. 

These  dates  were  established  under  administrative  instructions  of  the  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  based  on  seasonal  observa- 
tions, and  will  remain  in  effect  until  further  notice. 

Beginning  June  7  shippers  will  need  to  comply  with  certification  requirements 
in  moving  these  products  from  Tanners  Creek  district,  Norfolk  County,  Va., 
Kempsville  district  in  Princess  Anne  County,  Va.,  from  the  Virginia  counties  of 
Accomac  and  Northampton,  from  the  Maryland  counties  of  Worcester,  Somerset, 
AVicomico,  and  Dorchester,  and  from  Sussex  County,  Del. 

On  June  21  such  requirements  become  effective  for  the  remainder  of  the  heavily 
infested  area  comprised  of  the  Delaware  counties  of  Kent  and  New  Castle,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  Arlington  County,  Va.,  and  parts  of  Maryland,  New  Jersey, 
Now  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  as  described  in  the  quarantine  regulations. 

The  quarantine  requirements  as  to  fruits,  vegetables,  and  cut  flowers  apply 
only  to  interstate  movement  to  points  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  regulated 
areas  from  the  smaller,  heavily  infested  areas.  (The  regulated  areas  cover  parts 
or  all  of  14  Northeastern  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.)  They  further 
apply  only  to  unprocessed,  fresh,  cut  flowers  when  moved  in  bulk  direct  from  the 
field  or  greenhouse  where  grown  or  from  a  distributor,  and  to  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  when  shipped  by  refrigerator  car  or  motortruck  only.  Nursery  stock 
and  soil  are  subject  to  the  certification  requirements  throughout  the  year  when 
shipped  interstate  from  any  regulated  area  to  points  outside.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology  and  riant  Quarantine  by  paragraph  (b)  of  §  301.48-4  (Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  48),  it  has  been  determined  that  the  period  of  the  heavy  flight  of 
the  adult  beetle  will  begin  in  the  localities  listed  below  on  the  dates  given  ;  accord- 
ingly it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  restrictions  of  §§  301.48-4  (b)  and  301.48-5 
relating  to  the  heavily  infested  areas  (§301.48-3),  and  applying  to: 

(a)  Unprocessed,  fresh,  cut  flowers  when  moved  in  bulk  direct  from  the  field 
or  greenhouse  where  grown,  or  from  a  distributor ;  and 

(b)  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables  of  all  kinds  when  shipped  by  refrigerator  car  or 
motortruck  only ;  shall  begin  for  the  present  season  on  the  following  dates : 

(1)   On  June  7,  1945  in  the  following  area: 

Virginia:  Norfolk  County:  Magisterial  district  of  Tanners  Creek. 

Princess  Anne  County  :  Magisterial  district  of  Kempsville. 

Entire  counties  of  Accomac  and  Northampton. 

Maryland:  Entire  counties  of  Worcester,  Somerset,  Wicomico,  and  Dorchester. 

Delaware:  Sussex  County. 
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(2)   On  June  21,  1945  in  the  remainder  of  the  heavily  infested  area. 
These  restrictions  shall  remain  in  effect  during  the  current  season  until  due 
notice  of  their  discontinuance  shall  have  been  given.

MEXICAN   FRUITFLY   REGULATIONS   REVISED— STERILIZATION   OF 
GRAPEFRUIT  REQUIRED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Because  of  increasing  numbers  of  infestations  of  Mexican  fruitflles  now  occur- 
ring in  the  regulated  area  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley  it  has  become  necessary  to 
require  the  sterilization  of  grapefruit  moved  interstate  from  the  Texas  counties 
of  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  and  Willacy  for  the  remainder  of  the  shipping  season  ending 
June  15,  1945. 

§  301.64-4b  Administrative  instructions  relative  to  the  Mexican  fruitfly  quaran- 
tine.— Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  paragraph  (e)  of  §  301.64-4  (Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  64),  it  is  hereby  required  that  effective  April  23,  1945,  and  con- 
tinuing throughout  the  harvesting  season  to  the  close  of  June  15,  1945,  all  grape- 
fruit, as  a  condition  of  certification  for  interstate  movement  from  the  Texas 
counties  of  Cameron,  Hidalgo,  and  Willacy,  shall  be  sterilized  in  accordance 
with  the  methods  authorized  in  §  301.64-4a  (B.  E.  P.  Q,  472,  7  CFR.  Cum.  Supp.), 
revised  effective  September  25,  1941.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  PINK  BOLLWORM 

QUARANTINE  (NO.  52) 

AREA  REGULATED  BY  PINK   BOLLWORM    QUARANTINE  INCREASED 

(Press  notice) 

May  22,  1945. 

The  pink  bollworm  quarantine  has  been  amended,  effective  May  23,  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  add  to  the  lightly  infested  regulated  area  the  Texas 
counties  of  Bailey,  Borden.  Cochran,  Coleman,  Goliad,  McCulloch,  Nolan,  Runnels, 
San  Saba,  Scurry,  Taylor,  Victoria,  and  those  parts  of  Coke  and  Jackson  Counties 
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not  heretofore  under  quarantine,  because  of  the  discovery  of  additional  infesta- 
tions of  the  pink  bollworni. 

No  pink  bollworms  were  found  in  Borden  County  but  it  is  necessary  to  include  it 
because  there  are  no  gins  in  the  county  and  practically  all  ginning  of  cotton  grown 
in  that  county  is  done  at  plants  located  in  the  infested  area.  No  other  modifi- 
cations are  made  in  the  regulations  by  this  amendment. 

The  pink  bollworm  quarantine  regulates  the  movements  from  parts  of  Arizona 
Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas  of  okra,  cotton,  and  wild  cotton,  including  the 
plants  and  all  parts  thereof,  as  well  as  all  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton 
fiber,  seed  cotton,  lint,  linters,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  and  meal. 
Bagging,  containers,  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products  or  any  com- 
modities fouled  with  such  products  are  also  regulated. 

The  area  under  regulation  is  now  made  up  of  southern  and  south-central 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  2  parishes  and  part  of  another  in  southwest  Louisiana, 
and  78  Texas  counties  in  the  central  and  western  part  of  the  State,  the  lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley,  and  the  Coastal  Bend  area.

MODIFICATION  OF  PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

This  revision  of  regulation  2  of  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine  regulations  is 
made  to  add  to  the  lightly  infested  regulated  area  the  Texas  counties  of  Bailey, 
Borden,  Cochran,  Coleman,  Goliad,  McCulloch,  Nolan,  Runnels,  San  Saba,  Scurry, 
Taylor,  Victoria,  and  those  parts  of  Coke  and  Jackson  Counties  not  heretofore 
under  regulation,  because  of  the  discovery  o£  additional  infestations  of  the  pink 
bollworm.  Although  no  pink  bollworms  were  found  in  Borden  County,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  include  it  because  there  are  no  gins  in  the  county  and  practically  all 
ginning  is  done  at  plants  located  in  the  infested  area.  No  other  modifications  are 
made  in  the  regulations  by  this  revision. 

ORDER  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

Authority  :  §  301.52-2  is  issued  under  authority  of  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Act  of  Aueust  20,  1912,  as  amended,  37  Stat.  318,  39  Stat.  1165,  44  Stat.  250  ;  7  U.  S.  C. 
1940  ed.  161. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  unon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  law, 
§  301.52-2  of  this  chapter,  as  revised  effective  November  9,  1944  (9  F.  R.  13276), 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  301.52-2.  Regulated  areas. — The  following  areas  are  hereby  designated  as 
regulated  areas  within  the  meaning  of  these  regulations  and  are  further  classed 
as  heavily  or  lightly  infested. 

Heavily  infested  areas. — Texas.— Counties  of  Brewster,  Cameron,  Culberson, 
Jeff  Davis,  Hidalgo,  Hudspeth,  Presidio,  Starr,  Terrell,  Willacy,  and  that  part  of 
El  Paso  County  lying  east  of  an  imaginary  line  extending  due  north  from  the 
Texas-Mexico  boundary  to  the  point  near  U.  S.  Highway  80,  where  sees.  4.  5,  8, 
and  9,  T.  29  S.,  R.  4  E.  have  a  common  corner ;  thence  due  north  to  the  Texas- 
New  Mexico  boundary. 

Lightly  infested  areas. — Arizona. — Counties  of  Cochise,  Graham,  Greenlee, 
Maricopa,  Pinal,  and  Santa  Cruz,  and  all  of  Pima  County  1  except  that  part  lying 
west  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  range  8  east. 

Louisiana. — The  entire  parishes  of  Cameron  and  Calcasieu  and  that  part  of 
Jefferson  Davis  Parish  lying  south  of  the  township  line  between  Tps.  8  and  9  S. 


1  Part  of  the  lightly  infested  area  in  Arizona  is  regulated  on  account  of  the  Thurberia 
weevil  under  Quarantine  No.  61,  and  shipments  therefrom  must  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  that  quarantine. 
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New  Mexico. — Counties  Of  ('haves.  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea,  Luna, 
Otero,  Sierra,  Socorro,  and  Valencia.

The  amendment  adds  to  the  lightly  infested  area  in  Texas  the  counties  of 
Bailey,  Borden,  Cochran,  Coleman,  Goliad,  McCulloch,  Nolan,  Runnels,  San  Saba, 
Scurry,  Taylor,  and  Victoria,  and  those  parts  of  Coke  and  Jackson  Counties  not 
heretofore  under  regulation. 

Postmasters  in  the  areas  affected  will  please  take  notice  of  the  quarantine  re- 
vision and  be  governed  accordingly.  See  paragraph  1,  section  595,  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations.

PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  revision  of  regulation  2  of  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine,  effective  May  23, 
194;>,  added  to  the  lightly  infested  regulated  area  the  Texas  counties  of  Bailey 
Borden,  Cochran,  Coleman,  McCulloch,  Nolan,  Runnels,  San  Saba,  Scurry,  Taylor, 
and  that  part  of  Coke  County  not  theretofore  under  regulation.     These  counties 
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are  located  in  northwestern  Texas  where  the  pink  bollworm  occurs  only  from 
time  to  time,  several  years  often  elapsing  in  a  given  county  between  findings 
of  infestations.  In  this  area  it  is  considered  safe  under  present  conditions  to 
eliminate  special  treatment  requirements  on  baled  cotton  lint  originating  therein 
when  it  is  ginned  and  protected  as  required  in  these  instructions.  This  revision 
of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  493  provides  the  same  safeguards  for  handling,  cotton  lint  produced 
in  the  additional  counties  that  have  been  required  for  counties  in  this  area. 

§  301.52-4b.  Administrative  instructions  designating  certain  lightly  infested 
counties  in  New  Mexico  and  Texas  from  which  baled  cotton  lint  may  be  moved 
without  treatment.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso  of  §  301.52 
[Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52],  and  having  determined  that  facts  exist  as  to  the 
pest  risk  involved  which  make  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the 
restrictions  contained  in  paragraph  (a)  of  §  301.52-4,  notice  is  hereby  given  that 
certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  baled  cotton  lint,  with- 
out treatment,  from  the  following-designated  counties  when  the  lint  has  been 
produced  in  an  authorized  gin  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination : 

New  Mexico  :  County  of  Lea. 

Texas :  Counties  of  Andrews,  Bailey,  Borden,  Cochran,  Coke.  Coleman,  Concho, 
Dawson,  Ector,  Gaines,  Glasscock,  Howard,  Irion,  Martin,  McCulloch,  Midland, 
Mitchell,  Nolan,  Runnels,  San  Saba,  Schleicher,  Scurry,  Sterling,  Taylor,  Terry, 
Tom  Green,  and  Yoakum. 

These  instructions  supersede  those  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  493,  fourth  revision,  dated 
October  26,  1944,  and  shall  become  effective  Julv  1,  1945.

PINK  BOLLWORM  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  MODIFIED 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Section  301.52-4  (c)  (2)  of  the  current  regulations  under  the  pink  bollworm 
quarantine  prescribes  conditions  for  certification  of  cottonseed  for  movement  to 
points  outside  the  heavily  infested  area  of  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  for 
crushing.  Recent  experimental  work  has  developed  information  which  makes  it 
possible  to  provide  another  procedure  for  treating  cottonseed  which  has  been 
given  the  required  initial  heat  treatment  as  part  of  the  continuous  process  of 
ginning  that  will  provide  safeguards  adequate  to  permit  movement  to  designated 
oil  mills  outside  the  heavily  infested  regulated  area  for  crushing,  when  consigned 
to  mills  in  either  lightly  infested  areas  or  nonregulated  areas.  This  method  of 
treatment,  the  use  of  which  is  hereby  authorized  as  a  basis  for  movement  under 
limited  permit,  must  be  carried  out  in  properly  designed  equipment  and  under 
exacting  controls.  Its  use  is  conditioned  on  meeting  these  requirements  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspector  under  whose  supervision  the  treatment  must  be 
carried  out. 

§  301.52-4C  Administrative  instructions  authorizing  additional  method  of 
treating  cottonseed  originating  in  heavily  infested  area  for  movement  to  points 
outside  such  area.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  by  the  second  proviso  of  §  301.52 
[Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52],  and  having  determined  that  facts  exist  as  to  the 
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pest  risk  involved  which  make  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the 
restrictions  contained  in  paragraph  (h)  (2)  of  §301.52-4,  notice  is  hereby  given 
that  cottonseed  located  within  heavily  infested  areas  may  he  moved  interstate 
under  limited  permits  to  designated  oil  mills  under  the  following  conditions: 

When  the  seed  has  been  treated  as  a  part  of  the  continuous  process  of  ginning 
and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination  as  provided  for  in  §301.52-4  (c) 
(1)  and  when  given  the  following  second  heat  treatment  with  steam  as  the  heat- 
ing medium  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  in  an  apparatus  separate  and 
apart  from  the  gin  or  gins  which  applied  the  initial  heat  treatment.  In  the 
second  heat  treatment  the  mass  temperature  of  the  seed  must  be  raised  to  at  least 
155°  F.  during  an  exposure  period  of  2  minutes.  The  exposure  period  is  defined 
as  the  length  of  time  required  for  the  seed  to  travel  from  point  of  entrance  into 
the  heater  to  the  point  where  the  temperature  reading  of  the  seed  is  taken  beyond 
the  exit  of  the  heater.  The  heating  apparatus  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  apply 
an  adequate  amount  of  live  steam  to  the  seed  promptly  upon  entrance  into  the 
apparatus,  and  radiated  heat  for  the  full  length  of  the  heating  unit.  The  appa- 
ratus shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  assure  a  constant  and  uniform  flow  of  cotton- 
seed through  the  machine  when  in  operation  and  equipped  with  devices  which 
will  stir  the  seed  so  as  to  expose  each  seed  to  both  the  introduced  steam  and 
radiated  heat  during  the  entire  exposure  period.  This  treatment  may  be  given 
only  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  at  approved  plants  located  within  the 
heavily  infested  area  as  defined  in  §  301.52-2. 

These  instructions  shall  become  effective  July  5,  1945,  and  remain  in  effect 
until  further  notice.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  SANITARY  EXPORT 
CERTIFICATION 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

Authority  to  inspect  and  certify  domestic  plants  and  plant  products  to  meet 
the  sanitary  requirements  of  foreign  countries  has  for  19  years  been  contained 
in  the  annual  appropriation  Acts  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  As  of 
July  1,  1945  this  authority  is  carried  in  the  "Department  of  Agriculture  Organic 
Act  of  1944,"  approved  September  21,  1944,  paragraph  (b)  of  Section  102  of 
which  reads  as  follows: 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  and  directed  to  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  and  use  such  means  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  provide  for  the  inspection 
of  domestic  plants  and  plant  products  offered  for  export  and  to  certify  to  shippers  and 
interested  parties  as  to  the  freedom  of  such  products  from  injurious  insect  pests  and 
plant  diseases  according  to  the  sanitary  requirements  of  the  foreign  countries  to  which 
such  products  may  be  exported. 

The  only  changes  in  this  revision  of  the  Regulations  Governing  Sanitary 
Export  Certification,  effective  September  21,  1936,  involve  the  listing  of  addi- 
tional ports  where  plants  and  plant  products  may  be  inspected  and  certified 
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(§  353.3)  and  the  elimination  of  the  sections  on  fees  (§  353.8)  and  publications 
(§  353.9). 

ORDER  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by 
section  102  (b)  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Organic  Act  of  1944,  approved 
September  21,  1941  (58  Stat.  724),  Part  353,  entitled  "Sanitary  Export  Certifi- 
cation," Chapter  III,  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (Regulations  Govern- 
ing Sanitary  Export  Certification ) ,  is  hereby  revised  to  read  as  follows  : 

Regulations 

Authority  :  §§  353.1  to  353.7,  inclusive,  issued  under  sec.  102  (b),  58  Stat.  724. 

§  353.1  Definitions. — Words  used  in  the  regulations  in  this  part  in  the 
singular  form  shall  be  deemed  to  import  the  plural,  and  vice  versa,  as  the  case 
may  demand. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  regulations  in  this  part,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  following  terms  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean — 

(a)  The  Act. — The  act  of  Congress  entitled  "Department  of  Agriculture  Or- 
ganic Act  of  1944,"  approved  September  21,  1944  (58  Stat.  724),  section 
102  (b)   (c). 

(b)  Bureau. — The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(c)  Products.— Domestic  plants  and  plant  products. 

(d)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quaran- 
tine, United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  person  authorized  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  inspect  and  certify  to  shippers  and  other  inter- 
ested parties  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  products  inspected  under  the  Act. 

(e)  Office  of  inspection. — The  office  of  an  inspector  of  products  covered  by  the 
regulations  in  this  part. 

(f)  Certificate. — A  certificate  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  products  con- 
cerned, based  on  inspection  of  representative  samples,  issued  by  an  inspector 
under  the  Act. 

(g)  Consignment. — Any  shipment  of  products  assembled  and  inspected  at  one 
place  at  one  time  and  covered  by  one  application,  or  any  mail  shipment  consigned 
to  one  consignee. 

§  353.2  Administration. — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  charged  with  the  super- 
vision of  the  performance  of  all  duties  arising  in  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

§  353.3  Where  service  is  offered. — Certification  may  be  made  at  the  following 
ports,  where  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  are  located :

§  353.4  Products  covered.— -Domestic  plants  and  plant  products  when  offered 
for  export. 

§  353.5  Application  for  certification,—  (a)  A  written  application  shall  be  made 
on  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  setting  forth  such  information  as  is  called 
for  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  inspection  at 
the  port  of  certification. 

(b)  Each  application  shall  be  deemed  filed  when  delivered  to  the  proper  office 
of  certification.  When  such  application  is  filed,  a  record  showing  the  date  and 
time  of  filing  shall  be  made  in  such  office. 

§353.6  Inspection.— (a)  The  applicant  shall  cause  the  product  for  which  in- 
spection is  requested  to  be  made  accessible  for  inspection  and  identification  and 
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to  be  so  placed  as  to  permit  efficient  inspection  for  insects  and  plant  diseases 
of  representative  samples  of  all  grades  or  kinds  of  such  product. 

(b)  All  labor  involved  in  the  inspection,  including  the  moving,  opening,  and 
closing  of  containers,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

(c)  Certificates  may  be  refused  for  failure  to  carry  out  fully  any  of  the  fore- 
going provisions. 

(d)  No  inspector  shall  inspect  any  products  in  which  he  oi»  a  member  of  his 
family  is  directly  or  indirectly  financially  interested. 

§  353.7  Certificates. —  (a)  For  each  consignment  of  products  for  which  certifi- 
cation is  requested,  the  inspector  shall  sign  and  issue  a  separate  certificate  based 
on  the  findings  of  the  inspection. 

(b)  The  original  certificate  shall  immediately  upon  its  issuance  be  delivered 
or  mailed  to  the  applicant  or  a  person  designated  by  him. 

(c)  One  copy  of  each  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  certification,  and 
one  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 

(d)  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  may  authorize  inspectors  to  issue  certificates  on 
the  basis  of  inspections  made  by  cooperating  Federal  and  State  agencies  under 
requirements  aud  conditions  approved  by  him. 

(e)  Inspectors  may  issue  new  certificates  on  a  basis  of  inspections  for  previous 
certifications  when  the  previously  issued  certificates  can  be  canceled  before  they 
have  been  accepted  by  the  phytopathological  authorities  of  the  country  of  destina- 
tion involved. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1945, 
and  shall  on  that  date  supersede  the  regulations  governing  sanitary  export 
certification  promulgated  September  19,  1936.

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 

PORTER  TO  HEAD  FRUIT  INSECT  INVESTIGATIONS 

(Press  notice) 

July  2,  1945. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  selected  Bennet  A.  Porter  to  head  the  Divi- 
sion of  Fruit  Insect  Investigations  in  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quar- 
antine, Agricultural  Research  Administration. 

Dr.  P.  N.  Annand,  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  has  announced  that  Dr.  Porter  will 
succeed  Delos  L.  Van  Dine,  who  retired  from  Government  service  on  June  30, 
after  having  served  as  head  of  the  fruit  insect  work  since  February  1933.  This 
division  is  concerned  with  investigations  on  and  the  development  of  control  meas- 
ures for  insects  affecting  fruits,  fruit  trees,  nuts,  grapes,  and  certain  small  fruits, 
such  as  blueberries  and  cranberries.  It  includes  research  on  the  Japanese  beetle 
and  responsibility  for  the  program  of  eradication  of  the  pear  psylla  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  of  the  Hall  scale  in  California.  Directed  from  headquarters  in 
Washington,  the  activities  are  carried  on  at  23  field  stations  located  in  most  of 
the  more  important  fruit-  and  nut-growing  regions  of  the  country. 

Dr.  Porter  has  been  connected  with  the  work  of  the  division  that  he  will  now 
head  since  June  8,  1917,  except  for  two  brief  periods  during  the  first  two  winters 
when  he  was  temporarily  transferred  to  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  to  as- 
sist in  meeting  an  emergency  in  connection  with  work  on  the  pink  bollworm. 
He  was  first  stationed  at  Wallingford,  Conn.,  where  he  investigated  the  tent 
caterpillar,  the  apple  maggot,  and  other  fruit  insects  until  1923.  For  the  next 
six  seasons  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Bureau's  field  station  at  Vincennes,  Ind., 
conducting  research  on  the  codling  moth  and  other  fruit  insect  pests  of  the  Ohio 
Valley.  Called  to  Washington  on  December  1,  1928,  to  serve  as  group  leader 
in  codling  moth  investigations  and  to  study  the  spray  residue  problem,  Dr.  Porter 
has  for  the  past  17  years  also  served  as  assistant  leader  of  the  division. 

Dr.  Porter  was  born  at  Northampton,  Mass.,  on  July  12,  1892,  and  holds  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Massachusetts 
State  College. 

Mr.  Van  Dine  is  retiring  after  43  years  of  service  in  entomology  that  began 
in  Hawaii  in  1902.     As  the  first  official  entomologist  of  the  U.  S.  Agricultural 
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Experiment  Station  there  he  became  known  as  an  authority  on  mosquito  control 
and  on  control  of  tropical  crop  pests.  He  assisted  in  establishing  and  was  the 
first  entomologist  of  the  Puerto  Rico  Experiment  Station  at  Rio  Piedras  where 
for  several  years  he  conducted  research  on  insect  pests  of  sugarcane.  He  later 
made  important  studies  of  the  economic  effects  of  malaria  on  farm  labor  and 
agricultural  production  in  northern  Louisiana.  This  led  to  Mr.  Van  Dine's  being 
the  first  entomologist  commissioned  for  entomological  work  in  World  War  I,  in 
which  he  served  as  Captain  in  the  Sanitary  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical 
Department.  He  subsequently  conducted  investigations  for  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  on  malaria  mosquitoes  and  served  for  a  short  time  as  extension 
entomologist  at  Penn  State  College,  devoting  major  attention  to  vineyard  insects. 
Prior  to  returning  to  the  Bureau  to  head  the  fruit  insect  work,  Mr.  Van  Dine 
served  for  8  years  as  member  arid,  eventually,  as  local  director  of  the  Cuba  Sugar 
Experiment  Station  of  the  Tropical  Plant  Research  Foundation.  As  President 
of  the  American  Association  of  Economic  Entomologists,  Mr.  Van  Dine  retains 
an  active  interest  in  the  profession  he  has  long  served.

PLANT-QUARANTINE   IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  BRAZIL 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  TRANSIT  OF  PLANTS  AND  THEIR  PRODUCTS  THROUGH 
THE  NATIONAL  TERRITORY 

(Decree-Law  5,478  of  May  12,  1943) 

This  decree  prohibits  the  transit  of  the  plants  and  plant  products  hereunder 
named  through  the  regions  specified ;  it  requires  a  permit  for  the  transit  of  those 
articles  through  other  states ;  and  it  cites  the  pests  responsible  for  the  ordinances 
applicable. 

Articles  Prohibited  Transit  Through  Specified  Regions,  and  Pests 
Responsible  for  Ordinances  Issued 

(a)  Fresh  fruits,  seedlings,  young  vines  and  fruit  tree  branches  through  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  on  account  of  the  San  Jose  scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus  Comst.). 
(Complementary  measures  11/19/1934,  Art.  8,  item  a.)

OREGON  STATE  PLANT  QUARANTINES 

(Revision  of  Postal  Bulletin  Notices  of  August  21,  1942,  and  July  9,  1943) 

Under  plant  quarantines  and  regulations  issued  by  the  State  of  Oregon  the 
shipment  into  that  State  of  certain  plants  and  plant  material  known  to  be  hosts 
of  injurious  pests  and  plant  diseases  is  subject  to  certain  restrictions,  or  entirely 
prohibited. 

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  Oregon  quarantine  laws  and  regu- 
lations, showing  the  quarantined  areas,  the  plants  and  plant  products  affected, 
and  the  pests  or  diseases  of  which  such  plants  are  known  hosts.  Under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  2  (b),  section  596,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  post- 
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masters  should  not  accepl  such  plants  and  plant  products  when  presented  for 
mailing  in  violation  of  these  quarantine  laws  and  regulations,  and  should  invite 
the  attention  of  the  mailers  thereto.
